Noted during his recent trip to Dallas he had taken advantage of this 
opportunity to get in touch with two leading newspapers there -- one which nao 
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said kind thing about us and the other somewhat to the contrary. General Cabell 
said he and Col. Grogan, who accompanied him, had sat down with the editorial 
board and publishers of these papers separately and discussed the Agency in 
general terms. He commented that in his opinion where this can be done in a 
friendly atmosphere and without appearing to be a campaign it would be helpful 
if the other deputies could get in touch with hostile newspapers provided of coarse an 
appropriate occasion presents itself and there is some entree on the part of our 
people.
